The published pro gramme 
was carried o ut to the letter, and ev­ 
erything passed o ff smo o thly. 
The 
pro cessio n which fo rmed at 2 o ’clo ck 
co ntained the Third Reg’t Band, may­ 
o r and city co uncil in carriages, Co . 
K, 3d R eg t M. N. G., Pap. Tho mas 
Tho mas Po st, G. A. R.. the A. O. H., 
Cadets o f St. Francis Church, public 
scho o l children, I. O. O. F., K. o f P., 
A O. U. W., and the city fire depart­ 
ment. 
The spectacle presented as 
the co lumn mo ved up to the park was 
a very pleasing o ne. 
The pro cessio n 
halted in fro nt o f Capt. W. P. Spald­ 
ing's residence, where the band play 
ed several pieces, and tho se in the 
co lumn saluted. Capt. Spalding, who 
has been ill fo r so me time, was able 
to be o ut o n the po rch with his fami­ 
ly, and while he was no t able to re­ 
spo nd, everyo ne present knew what 
his feelings 
were. 
At the park 
speeches were made by Ho n. H. C. 
Stivers, Rev. G. H. Davis, Rev. Cable, 
and Rev. C. H. Treglawney made the 
o ratio n o f the day. Opening and clo s­ 
ing prayer was o ffered by Rev. Fath­ 
er Lawler.

OBITUARY. 


The Detro it Reco rd co ntains the 
fo llo wing o bituary no tice o f the late 
Rev. Dr. Hawley, which will be read 
with interest by many in this city: 
In the death o f the Rev. Fletcher J 
Hawley, D. D., o f Lake Park, Becker 
co unty has lo st o ne o f her mo st high 
ly respected and intelligent citizens 
a clergyman o f great learning; o 
clear and well defined views with 
respect to the do ctr'neso f the church 
a fine scho lar with varied attainments 
who se genial and cheerful manners 
impressed all who had any interco urse 
with him as a true “gentleman o f the 
o ld scho o l.” 
He was a lineal descendant o f Capt 
Jehiel Hawley, the early settler o f the 
to wn and fo under o f the church in 
Arlingto n, Benningto n co unty, \ er 
mo nt, where Dr. Hawley was bo rn 
No v. 22nd, 1813. 
His early years were 
spent upo n his father’s farm attend 
ing in winfce* the co mmo n district 
scho o l, until the age o f abo ut 18 years, 
when he entered the Grammar Be ho c I 
o f Kenyo n Co llege, Garabier, Ohio , 
and afterwards Barr Seminary, Man­ 
chester, Vermo nt, where he co mpleted 
his preparato ry co urse fo r co llege 
He then spent a year o r two at the 
Po lytechnic Institute o f Pro f. Eato n 
at Tro y, N. Y., when he entered Unio n 
Co llege, Schenectady, and graduated 
in July, 1840. 
During the time he 
waa in Tro y he delivered lectures at 
the celebrated female seminary o l' 
Mrs. Emma Willard in that city. In 
Octo ber, 1840, he entered the general 
.theo lo gical Seminary o f the Pro test­ 
ant Episco pal Church in the city o if 
New Yo rk, graduating in June, 1843. 
He was o rdained Deaco n by the Rt 
Rev. 
Bisho p 
Ouderdo uk 
in 
St. 
Stephens’ church, New Yo rk City, iu 
July, 1843, and Priest bv theKt. Rev 
Bisho p Bro wnell in St. Jo hn's church. 
Hartfo rd, Co nn., in 1845. The severe 
studies o f the previo us years having 
impaired his health, he was advised 
to seek a milder climate, and accepted 
the recto rship o f St. Jo hu't Church, 
Christiansteci, 
Santa 
Cruz, 
West 
Indies, an island belo nging to Den­ 
mark, which was go verned by a Go v­ 
erno r General sent o ut by the King 
fro m Co penhagen, and a Co lo nial 
Co uncil, the church being under the 
Episco pal supervisio n o f the B.sho p 
o f Antigua. 
Three-quarters o f the 
po pulatio n o f the island were co lo red 
and were slaves to the few whites, 
mo stly English, who o wned large 
plantatio ns, gro wing sugsr cane and 
making therefro m sugar, mo lasses 
and rum. 
This island, the gem o f the 
sea, was disco vered by Co lumbus o n 
the 19th o f No vember, 1493, and so 
beautiful was it that he named it the 
Ho ly Cro ss (Santa Cruz). 
The pro ­ 
ductiveness o f the so il was so great 
that the planters had beco me wealthy 
and indifferent, and religio n and 
mo rals were at a lo w ebb when Dr. 
Hawley arrived. 
There was a small 
church, but utterly inadequate fo r the 
wants o f the peo ple, and he at o nce 
set abo ut to enlarge it, under great 
difficultiee. 
There were no architects 
and mechanics, and he had no t o nl 
to plan and make drawings, but wo r 
o ut mo dels with his o wn hands o f the 
several parts o f the finish o f the 
building, as a sample fo r the negro es 
to wo rk fro m. He succeeded in erect­ 
ing a large church sufficient to ac­ 
co mmo date 12U0 o r mo re. 
It was 
while he was there that the great in­ 
surrectio n o f the slaves bro ks o ut, 
which threatened to destro y and barn 
everything upo n the island. 
The 
white inhabitants were utterly po wer­ 
less to resist them, and death to all 
imminent. 
Dr. Hawley pro ­ 
to the Ro mish Priest to jo in 
m, and clad in their whita ro bes o f 
o ffice, they marched o ut and met the 
mo b o f negro es, who were bnraip 
and laying waate the sugar mills an 
plantatio ns. 
Fo rtunately the negro es 
had great respect fo r and co nfidence 
in these two priests, and were thns 
held in check fo r three days, until the 
military arrived fro m the neighbo ring 
Island o f S t Tho mas, and a truce 
was declared. 
The King o f Denmark 
had appo inted Dr. Hawley to be the 
head o f the Co lo nial Co uncil, and 
special adviser to the Go verno r-Gene­ 
ral Inasmuch as it was impo ssible 
fo r the planters to carry o n their 
plantatio ns witho ut the labo r o f the 
negro es, o r the negro es to live with­ 
o ut the help o f the planters, Dr. Haw­ 
ley pro po sed a mo dificatio n o f the 
fo rmer relatio ns 
existing between 
them, which was acceptable to bo th 
parties, and ado pted by the go vern­ 
ment, which has co ntinued to this 
day, as a so lutio n o f the slavery ques­ 
tio n in Santa Cruz. 
It was this: The 
negro es agreed and bo und themselves 
to wo rk five and a half days every 
week, fo r whicn they were to receive 
a specified sain and suppo rt them­ 
selves; and the planters agreed to pay 
the specified sums and be relieved 
fro m any claim fo r suppo rt o f their 
slaves o r their families. 
Thus the 
slaves became practically free, re­ 
ceiving co mpensatio n fo r their labo r; 
but as the raising o f sngar-cano , 
which was the chief business o f the 
island, co uld no t be earned o n with­ 
o ut steady and reliable labo r, it was 
agreed that the negro es sho uld labo r 
a regular and 
specified time, as 
abo ve, thns securing to them a regular 
co mpensatio n, keeping them engaged, 
and thereby having no time to co n­ 
spire to gether, and co mmit acts o f 
lawlessness and destructio n. 
After 
fo urteen years o f active and efficient 
wo rk in church and state. Dr. Hawley 
returned in June, 1849, to the United 
States, leaving the Island in much 
mo re pro spero us co nditio n than when 
he went there, which was greatly due 
to his active effo rts, go o d judgment 
and wise co unsel. During his residence 
there he made a visit to this co untry, 
and was married No v. 2nd, 1853, m 
Burlingto n, Vermo nt, by the R t Rev. 
Bisho p Ho pkins, to Miss Marian Can­ 
field, sister to Tho s. H. Canfield, o f 
Burlingto n, by who m he had two 
children, Mr. Tho s. C. Hawley, an 
esteemed citizen o f this co unty, and 
Mrs. Swan, wife o f the Rev. Ge 
E. Swan, o f Indianapo lis, Ind 
So o n after his return to the United 
States. Bisho p Po lk, o f Lo uisiana, 
came to Vermo nt and insisted upo n 
Dr. Hawley’s go in^ to Lo uisiana to 
take charge o f Trinity church, o f 
which the Bisho p was then Recto r, 
and which he had to give up o n ac­ 
co unt o f the arduo us duties o f his 
Episco pate—claiming that 
as Dr. 
Hawley had been residing fo r years 
in a so uthern climate, he was especially 
adapted fo r the climate o f New Orleans 
and the wo rk o f the large Parish o f 
Trinity. With mnch reluctance Dr. 
Hawley co nsented to the Bisho p’s 
urgent request and left with his 
family, arriving in New Orleans in 
December, 1859. 
His genial and 
cultivated manners, and nis zealo us 
devo tio n to his duties so o n made him 
a favo rite with the so uthern peo ple o f 
all classes, so that when the civil war 
bro ke o ut he retained the co nfidence 
o f all, altho ugh he frankly anno unced 
to them his o ppo sitio n to secessio n 
and firm adherence to the Union,

teo rge 


Thns he kept his Parish united in the 
wo rk o f the church and they wo uld 
no t co nsent to his leaving, pro mising 
him his salary sho uld be paid regular­ 
ly. 
But this pro mise they were un­ 
able to fuifiiil, and the last years dur­ 
ing the blo ckade and Co nfederate 
rule he wo rked witho ut mo ney and 
price, until his means were exhausted 
and his o wn family co mpelled to live 
upo n a mere pittance, to sustain life. 
So me time after the blo ckade was 
raised and the arrival o f Gen. Butler, 
he was allo wed to leave fo r the No rth, 
and arriving in New Yo rk o n the 25th 
o f September, 1862, to begin life 
again as it were, witho ut any means 
o r situatio n, his o wn health and that 
o f his family being much impaired by 
their sufferings in New Orleans. 
He o fficiated tempo rarily at Tnnity 
church, Chicago , and 
Bro o klyn, until 1864, wheD Bisho p 
Williams wanted him to co me to Dan­ 
bury, Co nn., to take charge o f and 
harmo nize many unhappy diviiso ns 
and co nflict mg interests in that ancient 
Parish. 
Here the administrative 
ability and wisdo m fo r which Dr. 
Hawley was characterized, waa called 
into active exercise. 
But he so o n 
bro ught abo ut a harmo ny o f interests, 
which resulted in his raising several 
tho usand 
do llars, and practically 
building a new sto ne church, o ne o f 
the largest in the Dio cese. 
Meanwhile the Missio n at Staffo rd 
Springs, in Co nnecticut, had beco me 
quite weak by remo vals and o ther­ 
wise, and Dr. Hawley’s great sncceee 
at Danbury co mmended him to the 
peo ple o f that Missio n, as well ss to 
the Bisho p, as the Dro ner perso n to

OBITUARY. 


The Detroit Record contains the 
following obituary notice of the late 
Rev. Dr. Hawley, which will be read 
with interest by many in this city: 
In the death of the Rev. Fletcher J. 
Hawley, D. D., of Lake Park, Becker 
county has lost one of her most high­ 
ly respected and intelligent citizens; 
a clergyman of great learning; of 
clear and well defined views with 
respect to the doctrines of the church; 
a fine scholar with varied attainments, 
whose genial and cheerful manners 
impressed all who had anv intercourse 
with him as a true “gentleman of the 
old school.” 
He was a lineal descendant of Capt. 
Jehiel Hawley, the early settler of the 
town and founder of the church iii 
Arlington, Bennington county, Ver­ 
mont, where Dr. Hawley was born 
Nov. 22nd, 1813. 
His early years were 
spent upon his father’s farm attend 
ing in winte * the common district 
school, until the age of about 18 years, 
when he entered the Grammar School 
of Kenyon College, Gambier. Ohio, 
and afterwards Barr Seminary, Man­ 
chester, Vermont, where he completed 
his preparatory course for college 
He then spent a year or two at the 
Polytechnic Institute of Prof. Eaton, 
at Troy, N. Y., when he entered Union 
College, Schenectady, and graduated 
in July, 1840. During the time he 
was in Troy he delivered lectures at 
the celebrated female seminary of 
Mrs. Emma Willard in that city. In 
October, 1840, he entered the general 
Theological Seminary of the Protest­ 
ant Episcopal Church in the city of 
New York, graduating in June, 1843 
He was ordained Deacon by the Bt. 
Rev. 
Bishop Onderdonk 
in 
St. 
Stephens’ church, New York City, in 
July, 1843, aud Priest by the Bt. Rev 
Bishop Brownell in St. John's church. 
Hartford, Conn., in 1845. The severe 
studies of the previous years bavin? 
impaired his health, be was advised 
to seek a milder climate, and accepted 
the rectorship of St. Johu's Church, 
Christ lxnstea, 
Santa 
Cruz, 
West 
Indira, an island belonging to Den­ 
mark, which was governed by a Gov­ 
ernor General sent out by the King 
from Copenhagen, and a Colonial 
Council, the church being under the 
Episcopal supervision of the Bishop 
of Antigua. 
Three-quarters of the 
population of the island were colored 
and were slaves to the few whites, 
mostly English, who owned large 
plantations, growing sugar cane and 
making therefrom sugar, molasses 
and rum. This island, the gem of the 
sea. was discovered by Columbus on 
the 19th of November, 1493, and so 
beautiful was it that be named it the 
Holy Cross (Santa Cruz). 
The pro­ 
ductiveness of the soil was so great 
that the planters had become wealthy 
and indifferent, and religion and 
morals were at a low ebb when Dr. 
Hawley arrived. 
There was a small 
church, but utterly inadequate for the 
wants of the people, and he at once 
set about to enlarge it, nuder great 
difficulties. 
There were no architects 
and mechanics, and he had not onJv 
to plan and make drawings, but work 
oat models with bis own bands of the 
several parts of the finish of the 
building, as a sample for the negroes 
to work from. He succeeded in erect­ 
ing a large church sufficient to ac­ 
commodate 12U0 or more. 
It was 
while he was there that the great in­ 
surrection of the slaves broke out, 
which threatened to destroy and burn 
everything upon the island. 
The 
white inhabitants were utterly power­ 
less to resist them, and death to all 
imminent. 
Dr. Hawley pro­ 
to the Romish Priest to join 
and clad m their white robes of 


seem 


•rn, 
office, they marched out and met the 
mob of negroes, who were bnrnin 
and laying waste the sugar mills an 
plantations. 
Fortunately the negroes 
had great respect for and confidence 
in these two priests, and were thus 
held in check for three days, until til# 
military arrived from the neighboring 
Island of S t Thomas, and a truce 
was declared. 
The King of Denmark 
had appointed Dr. Hawley to be the 
head of the Colonial Council, and 
special adviser to the Govermor-Gene- 
raL Inasmuch as it was impossible 
for the planters to carry on their 
plantations without the labor of the 
negroes, or the negroes to live with­ 
out the help of the planters, Dr. Haw 
ley proposed a modification of the 
former relations 
existing between 
them, which was acceptable to both 
parties, and adopted by the govern 
meni, which has continued to this 
day, as a solution of the slavery ques­ 
tion in Santa Cruz. It was this: The 
negroes agreed and bound themselves 
to work five and a half days every 
week, for whicn they were to receive 
a specified sam and support them­ 
selves; and the planters agreed to pay 
the specified sums and be relieved 
from any claim for support of their 
slaves or their families. 
Thus the 
slaves became practically free, 
ceiving compensation for their labor; 
but as the raising of sugar-cane 
which was the chief business of the 
island, oould not be carried on with­ 
out steady and reliable labor, it was 
agreed that the negroes should labor 
a regular and 
specified time, as 
above, thus securing to them a regular 
compensation, keeping them engaged, 
and thereby having no time to con­ 
spire together, and commit acts of 
lawlessness and destruction. 
After 
fourteen years of active and efficient 
work in church and state, Dr. Hawley 
returned io June, 1849, to the United 
States, leaving the Island in much 
more prosperous condition than when 
he went there, which was greatly due 
to his active efforts, good judgment 
and wise counsel. During his residence 
there he made a visit to this country, 
and was married Nov. 2nd, 1853, in 
Burlington, Vermont, by the R t Rev. 
Bishop Hopkins, to Miss Marian Can­ 
field, sister to Thos. H. Canfield, of 
Burlington, by whom he had two 
children, Mr. Thos. C. Hawley, an 
esteemed citizen of this county, and 
Mrs. Swan, wife of the Rev. George 
E. Swan, of Indianapolis, Ind. 
Soon after his return to the United 
States. Bishop Polk, of Louisiana, 
came to Vermont, and insisted upon 
Dr. Hawley’s going to Louisiana to 
take charge of Trinity church, of 
which the Bishop was then Rector, 
and which he had to give up on ac­ 
count of the arduous duties of his 
Episcopate—claiming that as Dr. 
Hawley had been residing for years 
in a southern climate, he was especially 
adapted for the climate of New Orleans 
and the work of the large Parish of 
Trinity. With much reluctance Dr. 
Hawley consented to the Bishop’s 
urgent request and left with his 
family, arriving in New Orleans in 
December, 1859. 
His genial and 
cultivated manners, and his zealous 
devotion to his duties soon made him 
a favorite with the southern people of 
all classes, so that when the civil war 
broke out he retamed the confidence 
of all, although he frankly announced 
to them his opposition to secession 
and firm adherence to the Union, 


Thus he kept his Parish united in the 
work of the church and they would 
not consent to his leaving, promising 
him his salary should be paid regular­ 
ly. 
But this promise they were un­ 
able to fulfill, and the last yrars dur­ 
ing the blockade and Confederate 
rule he worked without money and 
price, until his means were exhausted 
and his own family compelled to live 
upon a mere pittance, to sustain life. 
Some time after the blockade was 
raised and the arrival of Gen. Butler, 
he was allowed to leave for the North, 
and arriving in New York on the 25th 
of September, 1862, to begin life 
again as it were, without any means 
or situation, his own health and that 
of his family being much impaired by 
their sufferings in New Orleans. 
He officiated temporarily at Tnnity 
church, Chicago, and 
Brooklyn, until 1864, when Bishop 
Williams wanted him to come to Dan­ 
bury, Conn., to take charge of and 
harmonize many unhappy diviisons 
and conflicting interests in that ancient 
Parish. 
Here the administrative 
ability and wisdom for which Dr. 
Hawley was characterized, was called 
into active exercise. 
But be soon 
brought about a harmony of interests, 
which resulted in his raising several 
thousand 
dollars, and practically 
building a new stone church, one of 
the largest in the Diocese. 
Meanwhile the Mission at Stafford 
Springs, in Connecticut, had beoome 
quite weak by removals and other­ 
wise, and Dr. Hawley’s great success 
at Danbury commended him to the 
people of that Mission, as well as to 
the Bishop, as the proper person to 
revive it, and at the Bishop’s request 
he resigned the Parish at Danbury 
and removed to Stafford Springs in 
1875. 
He soon got the people to­ 
gether and infused them with renewed 
zeal and energy, and raised quite a 
sum of money and built for them a 
new and beautiful church. Here he 
worked with his accustomed activity 
aud judgment until he established 
the church upon a good foundation. 
But the climate was too severe for bis 
children, and having acquired some: 
land in Becker county, in this state, I 
he accepted a call to St. Paul’s church,1 
Brainerd, where he removed Sept. i 
16th, 1880. 
Here he devoted himself! 
to the work of the church with h is, 
usual zeal and efforts, and spending 
some time each year in makiug im- I 
pro yemen ts upon his farm at L ake j 
Park, in which be took great interest j 
In the fall of 1887, while passing from 
his study to the dinning room in the 
rectory at Brainerd, he soddenly fell, 
and without breaking any bones, or 
apparent injury, he lost the use of his 
left Ie?, from which he never re­ 
covered, and has besa unable to walk 
ever siuce. 
Being thus physically incapacitated 
for performing his duties to the 
Parish, he resigned and removed with 
his family to his farm at Lake Park, 
in December, 1887, where he has 
since resided in good health, except 
the use of his leg—keeping track of 
all his farming operations, as well as 
of the news of the day, with a lively 
and active interest, with a good word 
and cheerful greeting for all who 
came in contact with nim.

If they would a« Iop t the m ethods of 
the p rofessional barber in one or tw o 
resp ects they would find the task of 
keep ing the razor in a p rop er condit ion 
by no m eans a difficult one. 
If y ou 
w atch au am atq^r at rop ing bid razor 
y ou will notice th a t when he turn s it 
the edge is frequently nex t the leather 
—in other words, he turns it on the 
edge. 
This should never l>e done, as 
the fine e« Ige is very 'likely tc touch 
the stro p an« I l>e turned. A barber 
alw ay s turns his hand so th a t the 
back of the blade is nex t the leather 
and the edg« * in the air. 
Again, a man 
should never use a st rop m ade of 
leather glue*l to wood. 
A great m any 
are sold, but all are « lestructive to 
razors. There is alw ay s m ore o r less 
of a shock w hen th© thin blade is 
brought against any uny ielding sub­ 
stance, am i the ent ire edge is frequent­ 
ly turned up w ard along its whole 
length. The worst cuts are indicted 
by atich a razor. The stro p should 
be of leather, with 
no backing w hat­ 
ever. 
Another p oint th a t is Htthj 
understood is the efficiency of hot 
w ater in keep ing a razor bla« le sharp . 
Why this is so is a m y stery , but th» 
effect is unquestionable.

razor into very hot water, and he will 
find th a t the op eration is much easier 
and th a t the blade requires far less 
strop p ing than when this is om itted.

and the edge in the air. 
Again, a man 
should never use a strop made of 
leather glued to wood. A great many 
are sold, but all are destructive to I 
razors. There is always more or less 
of ii shock when tile thin blade is 
brought against any unyielding sub­ 
stance, and the entire edge is frequent­ 
ly turned upward along its whole 
length. The worst cuts are inflicted 
by such a razor. The strop should 
Im of leather, with 
no backing what­ 
ever. 
Another point that is little 
understood is the efficiency of hot 
water in keeping a razor blade sharp. 
Why this is so is a mystery, but tho 
effect is unquestionable. 
Lea a man 
who shaves himself frequently dip his 
razor into very hot water, and he will 
find that the operation is much easier 
and that the blade requires far less 
stropping than when this is, omitted.

An interesting and instructiv e ex­ 
p eriment in feeding swine is rep orted 
from Germany. It was formerly be­ 
lieved that the moistening of the food 
was desirable; and the exp eriment 
meet ii ! was undertaken to comp are the effects 
feet women in coup les by the dozen 
on Broadway any afternoon. By the 
side of the ordinary run of men these 
women look 0 feet 0. 
There are two theories 
for the 
sudden excess of tall women—one th at 
some mechanical p rocess has been 
discov ered and 
is 
being 
secretly 
p racticed by which stout women are 
drawn out into long aud slender fe­ 
males; the other, th at these women 
hav e always existed and are now 
suddenly brought forth from 
their 
retiraient by the inexorable decree of 
fashion. The latter would seem to 
be the more reasonable exp lanation. 
When it was the fashion for women

It j 
was first discov ered by a Russian mi- 
croscop ist, next found twice in Phila­ 
delp hia, once in Illinois and some 
years ago in Trenton. 
It has now 
been rediscov ered here. 
The creature is unique in sev eral 
p articulars th at would be of little in- j 
terest to the general reader, but which 
fill with inexp ressible joy the heart of 
the dev oted microseop ist, who is hap ­ 
p y when he is p rying into the little 
brain or the larger stom ach of the ! 
animal. 
The little creature is blessed abov e 
the 
human 
beast in hav ing two 
stomachs, which it can fill with other 
animals and ap p arently enjoy itself 
by digesting them in sp ite of their 
wriggling. But in connection with one 
of the anim al’s stom achs a discov ery 
fias been made in Trenton th at has 
nev er before been made in any p art of 
the world—otherwise it would not he 
a discov ery. This p ouch is internally 
lined with a dense and woolly coating 
Ot v ibrating hairs. These strange in­ 
ternally ap p endages ap p ear to be un­ 
known in any other than the Trenton 
rotifer, and are, therefore, of great in­ 
terest in a scientific way.

It 
should he noted, howev er, th a t the 
gain iiAhe two dry fed p igs was near­ 
ly equal, while there was a marked 
difference—no less than 24 p ounds—in 
the gain of the two wet-fed ones. One 
of the second lot must therefore hav e 
been less v igorous aud thrifty than its 
mate, 
if the same relativ e gain had 
hi *-11 made the difference bet ween the 
totals of the two lots would hav e been 
considerably less—say thirty-six in­ 
sten*! of fifty-sev en p ound*. The les­ 
son taught by tl» e exp eriment would 
still hav e been marked, howev er. Kx- 
l» eri« *n< e in this country p oints to a 
similar conclusion. 


The Care o f C o w s’ Feet. 
An English farm journal gives some 
useful information on a p oint th at has 
receiv ed little attention, which is in 
brief as follows: 
Ev ery dairym an that w ishes to p re­ 
v ent his cows from losing flesh, con­ 
dition and milking p ower should a t­ 
tend carefully to the soundness of 
their feet, for they, more than any 
other 
domesticated 
animals, are 
liable to th at p ainful und injurious 
disease 
foul-in-the-fast. The 
main 
cause of this disease lies in two facts 
—first, th at cows are clov en footed; 
second th at their habits lead them to 
wade through mud. When any kind 
of filth L- ornes lodged for a time he- 
i tween the hoofs the p art becomes in­ 
flamed, swells and discharges m atter, 
while a fungoid growth dev elop s at 
the same time. Steers are not so 
j liable to this disease as cows; for not 
being *0 much accustomed to indoor 
feeding, they hav e not the same in­ 
clination to come home before the 
p ro¡» cr time, crowd around the gate 
and conv ert the ground into a mire. 
Other causes for this disease are 
tubercle and a strain in the foot. 
Treatm ent adv ised when the trouble 
has come from the filth between the 
hoofs is th at the foot should 
he 
washed, p oult iced with linseed and 
afterward dressed with sulp hate of 
cop p r, 
carbolic acid or outter of 
antimony. The foot should be kep t 
clean and the cows indoor* to rest. 
When a strain in the foot is the cause 
there has p robably been an excessive 
growth of the horny p art. The toe 
nails should therefore he cut with a 
sharp , tine-toothed 
saw, while the 
front of the sole must sometimes tie 
p ared as well. When tubercle is the 
cause the disease is too deep ly seated 
j for treatm ent. 


Warmth o f C ro wing V egetatio n. 
The act of growing imp lies changes 
in cellular tissue th a t always are ac­ 
comp anied by warmth, a t least as 
comp ared with the freezing p oint. 
Hence ev en tender v egetation often es­ 
cap es when the thermometer register* 
below the frost temp erature. This is 
because the thermometer encased in 
tin is made so as to be suscep tible to 
the slightest changes of heat or cold. 
Ev en when frost is dep osited on a 
p lant the leaf its« -!f is often not frozen, 
and will not be unl**ss the frost is 
thawed out too suddenly. 
In th at 
case the cold in the crystals of ice goes 
into what they arc in contact with 
while thawing. ju*t the same as is 
done by making i< e cream by thawing 
ice around it. if there is much wind 
and the temp erature^only just down 
to the freezing p oint,* buds, blossoms 
and leav es may he injured on the 
windward side of the trees, while on 
the lee side the fruit will escap e. This 
p henomena w ill p robably be w it nesse*I 
011 many trees this year, and it may 
in<lu<e the habit which some trees 
hav e now of bearing on each side in al­ 
ternate years, a v aluable habit where 
there is a single tfee of some fruit 
wanted only for family use. 
Where 
snow lies on fruit blossoms it may 
p rotect them. 
The chief danger in 
such case would l>e not while 
tlie 
snow remained with the germ of fruit 
hidden Iw neath it, hut when it thawed. 
Showering trees with cold water as the 
tem p erature began to warm would be 
most ap t to let the snow thaw off with 
least p ossible injury to the fruit.

I>o not p oison the 
corn, as the blackbirds, robins and 
other birds th at would eat it are 
troublesome only a few days in the 
year, and the farmers’ friends, in these 
days of numerous insect p ests, the 
rest of the time. 


S easo n ab le Bee Say ings. 
When two or more p rime swarms 
come out and cluster together, and 
are allowed to hang awhile, tliequeens 
will usually all he hailed, and drop to 
the ground w ith their hails of bees, 
when the queens can he secured and 
returned to their hiv es by caging, or 
w ithout if you can tell where each one 
comes from. 
If you would like to know where a 
swarm comes from, take away the 
queen and sp rinkle the b*es with flour, 
then smoke them off, and you can 
soon see where to return your queen. 
If you wish to av oid the op enings 
lietween the sections made by the T- 
tins, holding the sections ap art, turn 
your tins ov er, p ut a sawcut through 
the rest for the tin to lie ou. then with 
a follower and wedge you can p ress 
thesectiens up tightly, sav ing much 
time for the bees (as to fill there 
cracks between the sections will 1«? 
their first work on them), and sav e 
you much time scrap ing sections.—

The experiment a f as made with four 
pigs of the same lifter, and continued 
from November 28, 1889, to March 8 , 
1890. The food consisted of beets 
and potatoes in equal 
amounts, 
creamery n-fuse, SAvill and rye and 
barley meal. At the beginning about 
one and a half pounds each of the rye 
and barley meals were fed per head; 
later t his was increased to t wo pounds. 
The pigs were fed three times a day. 
Two received the grain meals mixed 
with the other food, which was wet, 
and t avo received it seperately, in ad ry 
state, after the wet food had been 
eaten clean. 
The gain in live weight during the 
period of the experiment was as fol­ 
lows; The two pigs to which the grain 
was fed dry gained respectively 118 
ami 11 5 
pounds—a total of 233 
pounds; the others gained IOO and 
TO pounds—a total of 170 pounds. 
This shows a difference of 57 pounds 
in favor of feeding the grain dry. It 
should he noted, however, th a t the 
gain it A he two dry fed pigs was near­ 
ly equal, while there avos a marked 
difference—no less than 24 pounds—in 
the guilt of the two wet-fed ones. One 
of the second lot must therefore have 
been Ie"s vigorous and thrifty than its 
mate. If the same relative gain had 
Wen made the difference between the 
totals of the t avo lots Avotihl have been 
considerably less—say thirty-six in­ 
stead of fifty-seven pounds. The les­ 
son taught by the experiment would 
still have been marked, however. Ex- 
j*>Hence in this country points to a 
similar conclusion.

The Care of C o w s’ Feet. 
An English farm journal gives some 
useful information on a point th a t has 
received little attention, Avhich is in 
brief as follow s; 
Every dairym an th at wishes to pre­ 
vent his cows from losing flesh, con­ 
dition ami milking power should a t­ 
tend carefully to the soundness of 
their feet; for they, more than any 
other 
domesticated 
animals, Are 
liable to th a t painful and injurious 
disease 
foul-in-the-feet. The 
main 
cause of this disease lies in two facts 
—first, th at cows are cloven footed; 
second th at their habits lead them to 
wade through mud. When any kind 
of filth lie* erne** Indeed for a time be­ 
tween the hoofs the p art becomes in­ 
flamed, swells and discharges m atter, 
while a fungoid growth develops at 
the same time. Steers are not so 
liable to this disease aa cows; for not 
Iteing so much accustomed to indoor 
feeding, they have not the same in­ 
clination to come home before the 
pro[*er time, crowd around the gate 
and convert the ground into a mire. 
Other causes for this disease are 
tubercle and a strain in the foot. 
Treatm ent advised w hen the trouble 
has come from the filth between the 
hoofs is th at the foot should 
be 
washed, poulticed with linseed and 
afterward dressed with sulphate of 
copper, 
carbolic acid or nutter of 
antimony. The foot should be kept 
clean aiel the cows indoors to rest. 
When a strain in the foot is the cause 
there has probably been an excessive 
growth of the horny part. The toe 
nails should therefore be cut with a 
sharp, fine-toothed 
saw, while the 
front of the sole must sometimes be 
pared as Avell. When tubercle is the 
cause the discase is too deeply seated 
for treatm ent. 


S ea so n a b le Bee Sayings. 
When two or more prime swarms 
come out and cluster together, and 
are allowed to hang awhile, the queens ; 


Avill usually all be balled, and drop to I 
the ground with their bails of bees, j 
when the queens can be secured and j 
returned to their hives by caging, or I 
without if you can tell where each one j 
comes from. 
If you would like to know where a ! 
swarm comes from, take away the j 
queen and sprinkle the bees with Hour, 
then smoke them off, and you can j 
soon see where to return your queen. 
If you wish to avoid the openings J 
Ixjtween the sections made by the T- 
tins, holding the sections apart, turn 
your tins over, put a sawcut through 
the rest for the tin to lie on, then with 
a follower and wedge you can press 
thesectiens up tightly, saving much 
time for the liees (as to fill these 
cracks between the sections will be 
their first work on them), and save 
you much time scraping sections.—

Providence P o sta g e Stam ps. 
“Here is something th at many of 
our citizens know very little about,” 
said Mr. Cahier of Providence, Secre­ 
tary of the Rhode Island Philatelic 
Society, to a Journal reporter, as lie 
took from its hiding place a well-worn 
envelope containing a thin sheet of 
paper about three inches square. 
It 
was a sheet of the old Providence 
city postage stam ps which were used 
by permission of the National Gov­ 
ernment of 1840, before the days 
when th a t business bet aine the sole 
privilege of the Federal Government. 
It is somewhat of a curiosity. The 
sheet contains l l 5-cent stam ps for 
city postage and one 1 0 -eent stam p 
for outside the city. The stam ps

Warmth of Growing V egetation. 
Tlie act of growing implies changes 
in cellular tissue th at always are ac­ 
companied by warmth, at least as 
compared aa itll the freezing point. 
Hence ev en tender vegetation often es­ 
c a r s when the thermometer registers 
below the frost temperature. This is 
because the thermometer encased in 
tin is made so as to be susceptible to 
the slightest changes of heat or cold. 
Even when frost is deposited on a 
plant the leaf itself is often not frozen, 
and will not be unless the frost is 
thawed out too suddenly. 
In that 
case the cold in the crystals of ice goes 
into what they are m contact with 
while thawing. iu"t the same as is 
done by making ice cream by thawing 
ice around it. 
If tl»ere is much wind 
and the temperature only just doivn 
to the freezing point * buds, blossoms 
and leaves may be injured on the 
windward side of the trees, while on 
the lee side the fruit av i 11 escape. This 
phenomena av i 11 probably be wit nesse* I 
on many trees this year, and it may 
induce the habit which some trees 
have now of bearing on each side in al­ 
ternate years, a valuable habit where 
there is a single tree of some fruit 
Avanted only for family use. 
Where 
snow lies on fruit blossoms it may 
protect them. 
The chief danger in 
such case would lie not while 
tile 
si lo av remained with the germ of fruit 


than the farm. 
Tlie professional pardner does not 
need much land but he wants it to be 
rich and convenient to a good market. 
It is impossible to live well without 
a nice garden, small fruit orchard and 
strawberry lie*!. 
Our farmers must give more atten­ 
tion to the growing of grass and less 
attention to grain.

M acaulay as a Speaker, 
Men listened to Macaulay with re­ 
spect, weighed his arguments, reflected 
on what he had said, were often con­ 
vinced, sometimes converted; but no­ 
where did crowds of eager listeners 
and ardent admirers bend beneath 
the music of bis voice or the lightning 
glance of his eye. An old friend of 
mine, recently dead, who had often 
heard him and remembered him per­ 
fectly, azured rue, however, th at he 
was a groat power fifty years ago, and 
he behoved th at his oratorical tri­ 
ll rnphs hardly received full credit iii 
those days. 
Macaulay himself said th at one of 
his chief defects as a public speaker 
was his extraordinary rapidity of u t­ 
terance, which spoiled the effect of his 
w ords. His speeches resembled care­ 
fully-prepared essay3, delivered with 
incredible rapidity and some Avant of 
impressiveness, rather than the spon­ 
taneous outburst of the o rato r’s full 
heart. Fluency and great facility iii 
finding the right words are not an un­ 
mixed gain to the speaker. Appropri­ 
ate pauses and emphasis are even 
more im portant; otherwise a torrent 
of words lacks impressiveness. 
Then 
the management of the voice counts 
for very much. A speech th at flows 
on like a rope unwound from a cylin­ 
der is not a good one. 
Again, to be 
succes-iful a sj*ee* h must be enlivened 
with anecdotes or humor; people can 
always read for solid instruction, but 
a platform speaker must amuse and 
please rather than teach.—The Gentle­ 
man s Magazine. 


S neezing O ne’s T eeth Out. 
The report of the physician in 
charge of the Ningpo Missionary Hos­ 
pital for the past year contains some 
interesting observations on tooth- 
drawing in China. Dr. Daly remarks 
th at Chinese teeth are much more f 
easily extracted than those of Euro­ 
peans.

Drum Language of the C am eroons. 
Perhaps nothing more remarkable 
has been the subject of recent investi­ 
gation that the “drum language” of 
the natives of the Cameroons, on the 
West African Coast. By means of t his 
wonderful 
system 
of transm itting 
sounds the most complicated messages 
can be convey***I to villages in the 
most distant parts. 
In 
practicing 
this unique system of sound language 
a peculiarly shaped drum is use*!. Re­ 
dividing the surface of the drum head 
into uneven portions, the instrument, 
upon l*eing struck, may be Pa ade to 
yield two distinct notes. By these 
and shortening or lengthening the in­ 
tervals between each notea code is es­ 
tablished with a regular sequence of 
taps, strokes and intervals capable 
of expressing every syllabic in their 
primitive language. All of the natives 
understand this < ode, and so elabor- J 
ate is it that a chief can by its means r 
summon to his presence any villager 
whom be desires to see, intimating to 
the latter a t the same time the pur­ 
pose for A v h ic h his presence is requir­ 
ed. In this way, too, messages can 
be sent from village to village over 
wide stretches of country, the drum­ 
mer in oneliamlet transm itting to the 
next the signals he hears, and th a t 
with the most extraordinary rapid­ 
ity-

A big crop of 
dollar wheat would lift the farmers of 
this country out of the slough of des­ 
pond and place them on the solid 
road to prosperity. Every line of 
trade and ever channel of business 
w'ouid also be benefited. The corn 
area of 1891 will doubtless be a very 
large one. The present high prices will 
stim ulate production.

son, and they will make the greatest 
effort not to be caught again.—Farm 
and Fireside.
